Summarily 
stated, Lopt Haldane’s inquiry is an 
attempt to find a middle path, or synthesis 
between the two great rival* philosophies, 
idealism and realism. We are all conscious 
of ourselves and of a world not ourselves. 
Most people accept without question this 
that is given im experience, but the 
philosopher digs deeper. A little inquiry 
shows that the world. without, appre 
hended through our senses, is a world of 
appearances. What it is in itself, in 
reality, is unknown tous. If we had other 
sense organs and intelligence it probably 
would seem a very different world, 

Some philosophers take the severe posi- 
tion that the world has no independent 
existence at all. It is wholly subjective. 
It exists only in and for mind. Other 
philosophers assert that the world has an 
existence independent of us, that it is 
something real, and that, though it may 
vary for different intelligences, whether 
animal or hunéan, or superhuman, it 
has an objective reality of its own. 

Between these two great opposing schools 
of philosophy no compromise would seem 
possible, but Lord Hhaldane attempts it. 
His position appears to be that a world 
independent of mind is meaningless, but 
not that it is unreal. The world exists for 
mind.

CHANGES IN GREAT ‘BRITAIN

, For the above reasons; I think it will be 
admitted that sugar-beet offers exceptional 


lines for the handling and- marketing of one 
crop. If this organisation is a success—and, 
given a fair chance, there is every reason to 
anticipate that it will be—it should lead to 
similar developments in. other © directions. 
Once the farmer finds that’ he can successfully 
combine to deal with one crop, he will feel 
more confidence. and possess more. experience 
when he decides to. tackle the difficultiés in- 
volved ‘in the organisation for dealing ‘with 
other branghes of agricultural “production. 
The advantages that such an organisation 
would »procure for the -growers, and even for 
the sugar manufacturers, must. be obvious 
to all. There is, however, one branch of 


association could render great assistance to 
the growers—that is in the matter of agricul- 
tural credits, It is generally admitted that 
access to credit is one of the greatest needs 
of the agricultural community in the Saorstat. 
The Government, through. the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society, is endeavouring 
to establish credit societies, but a great diffi- 
culty is to find adequate, and sound security. 
Beet in the sugar-beet-growing countries is a 
favourite security for agricultural credits. I 
believe that in America the banks on one 
occasion advanced the money to build a co- 
operative sugar-beet factory on the security

During the three years when fhe’ present 
contracts run the Sugar-Beet, Company, after 
deducting transport charges, will pay the 
beet.growers, at a minimum estemate, £600,000 
—it will probably be a. considerably larger 
sum. . TÍ am not suggesting that a beet- 
growers’ association should. undertake “the 
arrangément of credits, but, I consider that. 
with such large sums coming into the hands 
} of growers, it. could be of the greatest use in 
the facilitating and aiding in the successful

Sir,—Senator Yeats hits the nail on the 
head' and strikes the proper noté when he 
says:--'‘ We--in Dublin ‘should. accept no 
compromise—no selection of the pictures 
and the Government’ should ‘press for the 
return of the entire collection.” The ‘repre- 
sentations made by the Irish Government for 
the return of the Lane pictures to Dublin 
have-been turned down by the British Govern- 
ment, and the report published to-day of the 
Committee puts it beyond question that the 
British Government has made up its mnánd 
to keep them and én-a flimsy. legal cup 
that the admitted intention of Sir Hugh Bane 
as expressed 'in the codicil of his will; was 
not legally attested, and it-is stated that to 
give effect to the codicil by an Act of Parlia- 
ment would not be justified. Mr. Dermod 
O’Brien, President of the R.H.A..” reminds 
us that the will of J..M..W.. Turner was 
varied by an Act of Parliament, and this is 
not the only precedent; but’ these. Acts of 
the British Parliament’ were passed in the 
interests of England, and Irish interest§ were 
not then involvéd. 
. The. overwhelming opinion of.’ artists “in 
Great Britain has been expressed in favour 
of the unqualified return to the Dubtin’ Cor- 
poration Gallery of the 39 French pictures, 
the majority of which hung on its walls up 
to the day when Lane, in a fit of pique. 
brought a van and removed them: The fact 
that they hung in -the Dublin Gallery along- 
side pictures presented by their s Majesties 
King George and Queen Mary ought to have 
prevented this mean attempt to now retain 
them in an English gallery. If it is true 
that Sir John ‘Duveen’ was given ah 
““assurance ” before he put down, the money 
to build the extension to the Tate Gallery, 
that the Lane pictures wonld be housed 
there,.then we must only regard the appoint- 
ment by the British Government of a Com- 
mission to enq@ire into the matter as n sham 
and a-convenient excuse to reta:n the pictures 
in England, ‘ 

I have just returned. from London, and 
the Lane MT T in the gallery .o 
Saturday by the King are Jhbelled “ Lane 
Beguest,” and it should be noted that these 
pictures, and the illustration of some of 
them, :still appear in-the official. catalogue of 
the Dublin Municipal Art Gallery. By every 
equitable right these pictures are the pro- 

rty of the citizens of Dublin, and, if they 
are retained "by England, a tablet should. be 
erected in the Dublin Gallery with the full 
‘list of the pictures and the statement “‘ that 
they are retained by the. British Govern- 
ment.” The 39 pictures are valued to-day at 
£250,000, dnd the value of such pictures is 
increasing. I enclose with this letter a list 
of the pictures, so that the cttizéns may see 
what property, long regarded as theirs, they 
are now about to lose.

AMERICAN ANNIVERSARIES.

HEIR DISCOVERED AFTER 68 
YEARS. 


The discovery. of a claimant to the resi- 
duary estate of Mr. Quinton, Dick, who died 
in 1858, leaving property of the estimated 
valie of £500,000, much oí which was in 
Ireland, raised an. interesting. question, on 
which. Mr. Justice Bowet gave judgment in 
the Chancery Division, London, yesterday. 

The present trustees of the will of Mr 
Quinton Dick—Baron Cloncurry, of Lyon, 
County Kildare, and Mr. J..C. T, Heriz- 
Smith—had had inquiries - made whether 
there was a living heir to the fortune, and 
a claimant had come forward in .the person 
of Mr. William Henry Darrett, a farmer, of 
Port Dover, Ontario. 

The success of his. claim was barred, how- 
ever, by a ‘‘name-and-arms.”’ .clause in the 
will, and his lordship had to decide “whether 
the ba: was effective. The clause said that 
the person entitled should, within a certain 
period, adopt the name and use the arms of 
the family.of Dirk, and that if. he shouid 
refuse or neglect tio do so the residuary estate 
should go to the person next: beneficially 
entitled in remainder. - 

His lordship held that. as the claimant was 
completely ignorant of. the will and its con- 
tents, he could not be said to have “‘ refused 
or neglected ” to take the hame and arms, as 
directed by the clause. He could only have 
done so if~he:had expressed hig intention of 
not taking the name and &rms.. The clause 
was, therefore, ineffective.

The same applies. to all 
notices and summonses served in any part of 
the Saorstat. 

As to affidavits, any affidgvit filed by any

translated by one of the interpreters into 
Gaelic, and, similarly, any affidavit in Gaelic 
into ish, ided. that the party requir- 
ing the translation files a declaration that he 
or she does not understand the:! e in 
which the affidavit was filed. The “' Gael- 
tacht ”. is defined in. the rules as the geogra- 
phical area comprising such districts as from 
time to time are declared by the Oireachtas.

possible to carry on without help in the shape 
of proteetion. 

THE MERITS ONLY. 

“T am certainly convinced that in this 
matter, as the Minister for Justice put it, 
every herring must: hang by its own tail, and 
every case put up for a tariff must be con- 
sidered on its own merits. We must try to 
get at the facts of every case, and, having 
got them as fully as they can be got, then 
we can come to a decision with regard to it. 

“It is certainly a short-sighted view to 
consider ohly one aspect of the question ; 
simply to say that agriculture is depress 
and, therefore, nothing must be done for in- 
dustry ; that one must have regard simply and 
solely to the cost without any regard to the 
possible results of our action.

FAMILY .DISPUTE SETTLED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
CITY SPECIAL JURY.) 
A settlement was arrived at in the action 
in which the: will of the late Mr, Wilton 

Vangh. of Dromahair Co. Leitrim, was con 
tested by his widow, Susan Vaugh, and 
Charlotte La Touche Whyte, his daughter. 
| The late Mr. Vaugh was very weil known 
Starting business 

as a land agent in a small way, he amassed 

assets amounting to over £121,000. His will 
i was contested on the usual statutory grounds, 
i and probate was sought by Francis La Touche 

Vaugh and David Clarke, executors. Evi- 
dence was given by a number of witnesses 
as to the late Mr. Vaugh’s testimentary 
capacity, amongst them being Mr. i i 
ra óil solicitor, Ballymoney. Co. Antrim. 
and Mr. David Clarke. Mr. Clarke, Assistant 
Clerk oí the Crown and Peace for Co. Leitrim, 
said that he had 'known the testator íor a 
great many years as Sub-Sheriff of the 
county, and he always had been impressed 
with his clear mental capacity. 

The case for the plaintiffs concluded on 
Wednesday evening,’ and when the Court re- 
sumed yesterday morning, 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., who, with Mr. Geoghegan, 
K.C., and Mr.. Fergus O'Uunnor instructed 
by Mr. P. O'Flynn, Manorhamilton), ap- 
peared for the defendants, said that after the 
statements that they had got from the wit- 
nesses, and the clear explanation with refe- 
rence to the execution of the will that had 


the defendants considered that it would not 
be proper to contest the case any further. 
The first information as to the execution of 
the will led the defendants to believe that it 
had uot been executed in accordance with 
the statute, but a different complexion had 
been put upon the matter by Mr. Clarke’s 
evidence, and, in view of that, they would 
not further contest the will.

When one looked at the will in this case it— 
upon its face—left this lady a legacy of a 
house .and. furniture which was her own,. and 
left it until she got married or died. She 
being a lady conSiderably over 70 years of 
age, one might, perhaps; make some allow- 
ance for the outburst of a woman who had 
lived as a man s wife with. her husband for 
41 years, had borne his children, and had 
worked in the way that had been deposed to. 
‘He said that, not by way of excuse, but of 
explanation. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., who, with Mr. Price, 
K.C.; Mr. Leonard K.C., and Mr. Lavery 
(instructed by Messrs. Hoey and Denning), 
appeared for the piaintiffe, said that, on be- 
half of Mr. Francis Vaugh, he accepted this 
withdrawai, as his desire thrvuughout the pro- 
ceedings was to have no suggestion upon the 
character of his deceased father. As Mrs. 
Vaugh, by her counsel, had abandoned all 
further litigious claims against the estate— 
that was now done with. On the 
other hand, Mr. Vaugh. took this 
She was his mother, and 
he was prepared to consent to an order 
that the defendants should. have their costs 
outofthe estate. He was further prepared to 
make a settlement by whieh she would be 
provided, in addition to what she ré6éoved 
under the will, with £500 a year for her life. 
As to the unpleasant letters, his client did 
not want to have anything more to do with 
them, and he would hahd them over to Mrs. 
Vaugh’s counsel, so that they might close 
down the matter and let it go with the dead. 
They hoped that mother and son would get 
on well ‘together in the future. 

Mr, Justice Sullivan “said that he was 
extremely glad that the case had not heen 
fought ont to the bitter end. Both parties 
had been extremely well advised in the 
matier of this unhappy family dispute. He 
hoped that the would endeavour to erase 
from their minds all that had occured, and 
that they would live a happy and united 
family in the future. He would take a 
formal verdict from the jury that the will 
had been duly executed, and would admit it 
to bate.

CORK, Thursday. 

From a climatic point of view it was 
fortunate that the date originally fixed for 
holding the Munster Agricultural Society’s 
og was advanced by one week. For 
the purposes of the show the weather was 
perfect, and the nicely laid out grounds were 
seen to advantage. A large area, however, 
is waterlogged, and even Rodin a dry spell 
like the present does not carry live stock in 
comfort. To remedy this would mean a 
heavy outlay, afd the Society will require 
to hold. many. more successful shows before 
undertaking it. On the whole, the Society 
has reason to be satisfied with the result of 
this season's fixture. The gate receipts on 
the opening day amounted fio £560; they 
rhaps because 

e weather was ideal for y-making, and 
many farmers found it difficult ‘to take the 
day off. Thare was, however, quite a good 
crowd in the afternoon to witness the jump- 
ing. From every point of view the slacken 
of the cup and special winners in the horse 
and cattle classes to-day is a move ‘in the 
right direction. It gave the public a chance 
of seeing all the candidates for honours 
before being brought before the judges, and 
Jent additional interest to the programme for 
the day. It is a pity that the butter-makin 
competitions had to be dropped for want o 
entries, especially in a dairying province like 
Munster. 

It is not too much to sgy that all th 
arrangements were carried out with efficiency, 
thanks to the efforts of the Secretary, Mr. J. 
Byrne, and an active band of stewards. 

Mr. E. Bohane, who, with Mr. H. Franks, 
of the Reyal Dublin Society, was amongst 
those present, before leaving for the Royal 
Agricultural Society’s Show. in. England, told 
me that he was most favourably impressed by 
his first visit to Cork Show. “ In this part 
of Ireland,” he said, ‘‘ you have a Society 
which, .with its secretary, is prepared to 
consider details in the arrangement of shows, 
which are unfortunately ' lacking in most 
shows. I have been greatly impressed with 
the general arrangements of the showyard, 
the neatness of the rings, and ‘particularly the 
ring fencing; the excellent stewarding, and 
the up-to-date character of the catalogue. | 
feel,” he added, ‘‘ that there is a great future 
for provincial shows in Ireland if they follow 
the example of the Munster Agricultural 
Sdciety. 1 sincerely hope that the patronage 
that has been extended to them this year 
will ‘enable them .to. go further. with their 
progressive policy to provide in two days a 
real provincial agricultural educational. ex- 
positiony”’ 

In a Mr. Bohane spoke in terms 
of the highest commendation of Mr, Byrne, 
the fSociety’s Secretary, and added that 
Cork Show was one of the best, if not.the 
best; outside Ballsbridge.
